“You should ask yourself: What is the fundamental objective 
of this institution? It is the education of men and women who 
come to it. No activity should become too big for the rest of the 
school. There is a growing disregard for authority now, as you 
saw when two Southern schools (Clernson and Maryland) flaunted 
their conference and accepted post-season game invitations. This 
must not be.” 

The weapon at the educators’ hands is accreditization. There 
are rigid requirements of varied nature set up for schools belong- 
ing to the accredited group, 960 members. Athletic integrity now 
becomes a .part of that under these gentlemen’s plan. In other 
words, if an institution is allowed by its president to violate the 
standards set up by this group, it will be blackballed. This, pro- 
vided the council swings a large enough club, would in effect elim- 
inate the guilty college or university from,the competitive field.

If the 
academic people swing together—and they are of greater fraternal 
instinct than the athletic people whose very existence is based on 
rivalry—they could bring the end to pressure athletics as now in 
vogue. 3 


This would in ne means reduce the authority of the 
athletic administrations. Rather, it would throw the burden of 
responsibility on the college presidents, Not in every case has 
presidential authority held its torch high. I don’t ever recall 
a case of a college coach being carted off to a cell for mis- 
handling of a trust, but I do recall the case of a Louisiana 
State University president who died in prison, and the more 
recent case of the president of a small school in North Carolina 
being admitted to the jug for some loose financial habits. 


The council of education does not intend to go into the enforce- 
ment. business. It aims to perform a marriage ceremony between 
academics and athletics, and it expects the bride and groom to 
live happily ever after. If they don’t, you may expect the gentlemen 
with the polish and learning to let down their dignity and swing 
a club or two. It seems now to evolve into the question of just how 
important accreditization is to the colleges. 

For the first time, I believe it is clear to see that a vast num- 
ber of athletic practices and customs are in serious jeopardy. 
Whether this is good or bad, I can’t say. But it does appear that 
these men have something more than words in their mouth. Adam 
and Eve started this race of man. Wouldn’t be surprised if Adams 
and Hannah didn’t slow up this race of football.

 Tretsury Rules 
Out Immunity 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10—(P)—}. 


The Treasury Thursday aban- 
doned a*long-standing policy of 
letting tax evaders escape criminal 
prosecution if they -voluntarily 
confess their fraud and pay up. 

Secretary of the Treasury Sny- 
der announced the sudden rever- 
sal in policy as part of a new “get 
tough” drive in the wake of the 
nationwide tax scandals. 

Treasury officials announced 
these further steps in their crack- 
down: 

1. Repeated conferences with 
taxpayers about their cases will 
be reduced. Taxpayers still will 
be heard when necessary to de- 
velop actual facts and give them 
a fair chance to explain their 


viewpoint. 

2. The only persons who can 
represent taxpayers in these con- 
ferences must have duly certified 
powers of attorney to speak for 
the taxpayer. Thig has been the 
declared policy all along, but con- 
gressional investigators brought 
out some cases where outsiders 
intervened. This policy now will 
be “strictly enforced all the wa 
— the line,” Treasury officia 
said. 


The policy of immunity from 
ss) ion for tax defrauders 
who voluntarily confessed their 
evasion has been in effect for 
many years. It reached promi- 
nence in 1945 when many black 
marketeers were encouraged to 
reveal their tax frauds to escape 
the possibility of criminal prose~ 
cution. The idea was to help the 
government collect all back taxes 
and penalties, including large 
sums it probably could not get 
from its own investigations.

Simplicity Keys 
Latest Trend 
In Furniture 


By JACK GEIGER 


CHICAGO, Jan. 10—(INS)— 
The nation’s top voung furniture 
designers are out of the woods 
—and into the metals — with 
clean-lined, geometric shapes for 
the prize-winning “‘good design” 
constructions of 1952. 

If these trends continue, “spot- 
welded” will replace “hand- 
rubbed” as the tag of quality and 
the free-form furniture that 
made history a few years ago 
will seem extravagant by com- 
parison. 

But today’s unveiling of the 
new “good design’ collection 
chosen by the’ Museum of 
Modern Art demonstrated that 
exploiting the 
simplicity of steel to introduce 
fresh, new materials ranging 
from saddle leather to sea net- 
ting. 

Where wood is used, it’s light 
and fresh. Finishes are natural 
or deep-toned and grainy. The 
total effect is linear, airy—but 
comfortable. 

And the price tags indicate 
that almost everyone, with care- 
ful budgeting and some com- 
parison shopping, can _ afford 
modern design. 

A quick tour through the ex- 
hibit at Chicago’s Winter Furni- 
ture Show yielded these de- 
signers’ highlights: 

Linoleum, moved up fromthe 
kitchen floor to the dining table- 
top: leather, slung in trim pads 
across an iron-wire frame to 
make a lightweight chair that 
swivels over tripod wooden legs; 
walnut, carved into a harlequin- 
shaped cocktail table with a 
muted grey plastic surface. 

Long, low woofien coffee ta- 
bles were rivalled by simply de- 
signed glass slabs over twin 
wooden tripods. The best de- 
signs were in light woods from 
Swedish and Norwegian work- 
shops. 

Accessories—Glasses ranged 
from hand-blown German vases 
to mass-produced American ta- 
ble glasses selling for as little 
as $1.20 for eight. Dinnerware 
in soft gray-blue was inexpen- 
sive. New designs in cutlery 
were—at last—easy to hold and 
manipulate and light to the 
touch. Prize-winning lamps 
were on black iron bases, one 
with a cylinder of wire mesh 
swivel-jointed on a tripod. 

Floor Coverings — Low-cost 
elegance appeared in mixtyres 
of cotton with fibre E, a new 
synthetic. Fibre rugs made of 
plastic-impregnated paper came 
in rich solid colors. 

Fabrics—These included two 
radical departures—a pattern 
taken from one panel of an oil 
painting and a pattern that 
makes sense either when 
stretched flat or when gathered 
into folds. 

At the other range of taste 
were a few clumsy items—mas- 
sive sofas apparently designed 
to sell by the pound, A Portu- 
guese woven rush chair had the 
supporting strength of jelly and 
an “abstract” lounge chair 
looked good only from a dis- 
tance—with no one in it. 

There are no “gimmicks” 
among the prizewinners, but the 
furniture is functional. A show- 
stopper was Bertha Schaefer’s 
rectangular wooden side table. 
From four parallel grooves cut’ 
in the underside there slide four 
smaller tables, each with drop-

Quail Cookery Captures Quota of Flavor 


By YOLANDE GWIN 


A delicacy loved by many, but enjoyed by few, is quail. } 
Considered by many as the No, 1 game bird, the quail if prepared correctly is white meat in its 


most delicious and perfect form. 


Hunters in the state have until Feb. 25 to bag this game (the quota is 15 daily or 30 weekly), 
and lucky indeed are the families and friends who will share in the reward of expert marksmen. 


Mr. and Mrs. D. Robert 
Autrey are two well-known 
sh who not only enjoy 
the sport but also enjoy many 
quail dinners during the season. 

There are many different 
methods, although basically the 
same, for broiling or roasting 
quail. Mrs. Autrey finds that 
the following method produces 
a eee | well. asa 
o. the 


t almost. to the boiling 
point. I sear the birds in this for 
just a few minutes,then remove 
them cut their legs off at the 
back and split their breast down 
the back. I add enough water to 
cover the birds, bring it to the 
boiling point and then cut the 
flame down to a slow boil. I 
return the birds to this liquid, 
add a little salt and pepper, and 
a dash of a tangy sauce. I put 
the lid on the skillet and let the 
birds broil for about an hour. 
I turn them over about every 


fifteen minutes, test them with 
a fork until they are juicy and 
tender.” 

Down on the coast, cooking 
experts have culled many 
tempting recipes and include 
them in a book called Coastal 
Cookery published by members 
of the Cassina Garden Club of 
St. Simon’s Island. 

Mrs. Edwin Fendig gives the 
following information on - the 
preparation of smothered quail. 

Sprinkle birds with salt and 
pepper and dredge with flour. 
Heat some butter in a keane? 
and brown birds on both sid®s. 
Pour over all one can of mush- 
room. soup, % cup of water. 
Cover roaster and roast in 
moderate oven about 30 minutes 
or until tender. 

She also, gives the following 
instructions for frying quail:

I’. Of These Easy, Quick Breads 


Quick breads, that is,,the baking powder or soda leavened ones, 
are surprisingly easy to make. Generally, the simple muffin method 
of pouring liquids into dry ingredients and giving a few quick 
stirs suffices for mixing the simplest of these breads. The cake 
method, or creamed butter and sugar type, is suggested sometimes 
for the finer textured, dessert loaves. These latter resemble cake 
and are not strictly breads, however. 


Molasses bran brown bread is 
one of those moist, rich breads 
which use the quick-mix meth- 
od. Bake it in a variety of forms. 
Baked in a can, it becomes the 
right companion for a baked 
bean dinner. Baked in a loaf, 
it cuts nicely for thin tea sand- 
wiches.

When fledgling Brooklyn 


stenographer Ethel Mullany, 
having secured a job through 


the good offices of a New York | 


employment agency, collected 
her first week’s salary and duti- 
fully carried it over to the em- 
ployment agency as payment in 
full, she had a despairing hunch 
that this hardly was a good in- 
vestment. 

Today, after having held the 


| job for 25 years, Miss Mullany 


feels that the employment 
agency’s price was completely 
reasonable. 


Ethel Mullaney is in charge of 
the booking at Madison Square 
Garden. If you want to hire the 
Garden for lacrosse, a six-day 
bike race, a girls’ softball game, 
a prize fight, a hockey game, a 
tennis match, a rodeo or even a 
bridge tournament, she’s the one 
who assigns the date. Or, more 
likely, she’s the one to inform 
you that she can’t assign you a 
date until 1953. 


While I was at Madison 


Square Garden Monday for the | 


Silver Skates, your reporter 
asked Miss Mullany what had 
been the most embarrassing 
thing that had happened within 
her Garden experience. 

“It was dreadful,” she said. 
“There were 18,000 people in 
the Garden. This was to be the 
last American concert of the 
great Polish pianist, Ignace Pad- 
erewski. Because of his age and 
illness, we opened the huge 
truck doors and drove his car 
right to the stage. To save him 
any unnecessary exertion, we 
had built his dressing room on 
stage.” 


She was so unnerved at the 
recollection that she lifted her 
glasses and wiped them with 
trembling hands. 


“Mr. Paderewski, in his dress- 
ing room, complained that he 
felt cold. He rubbed his hands 
and then his aids massaged 
them. I sent one of our men 
out hurriedly and he brought 
back a bowl of warm water. 
The old gentleman  nooded 
gratefully. 

“The audience, learning that 
he was 
stage, started applauding and 
calling out their affection ‘to 
him. He kept soaking his hands 
and limbering his fingers. 

“A radio official came to the 
dressing room and said: ‘When- 
ever you are ready, sir.’ Pad- 
erewski said slowly: ‘It is no 
use, I am too ill. There is no 
life in my hands. This is the 
end. Tell them my apologies.’ ” 

Miss Mullany’ shuddered: 
“The crowd took the bad news 
in deathly silence. They didn’t 
rush to the box office to get 
their money back, just stood 
around in knots, discussing this 
weird happening. That, by all 
odds, was the most embar- 
rassing.” 


“As a former sports writer, 
what do you recall as the open- 
ing of this uptown Madison 
Square Garden?” she asked. 
“That’s easy,” bragged your re- 
porter. “The Paul Berlenbach- 
Jack Delaney fight.” 

“Dead wrong,” she said, hap- 
pily. “It opened Nov. 28, 1925, 
with a six-day bike race, then 
we had two nights of AAU box- 
ing, then the Berlenbach-De- 
laney fight. But the ‘formal 
opening was Dec. 15, when Les 
Canadiens played N. Y. Amer- 
icans. I win a lot of bets on 
that one.” 

Bill Dwyer owned the N. Y. 
Americans and brought hockey 
to New York. Dwyer js dead. 
So, too, are Tex Rickard, Col. 
John S. Hammond (Ethel’s first 
boss), John Ringling, Charles 
Ringling, Richard T. Hoyt, Wil- 
liam Carey, Thomas Duggan, 
Kermit Roosevelt, Matt Brush 
and young Walter Camp of that 
1925 Garden crowd. 


Madison Square Garden, as 
you probably know, was built on 
the site of the carbarn caverns 
of the Eighth Avenue Railway 
Co. It was a terminal on the 
old horse-drawn circuit, hous- 
ing 200 horsecars and 1,200 
horses. Everybody has taken 
the bow for picking that site, but 
I believe it was Lee Shubert 
who directed Tex Rickard to it.
